The Capital Commission. 


ST. PAUL, May 3.—The D.srmtch's special 


from Canton, Dakota, says: The excitement 
concerning the movements of the capital com- 
mission at this point run high all day yesterday 
and until lato in the evening. Several hundred 
strangers and prominent business men from 
different parts of tie territory were present, 
gathered in groups and holding numerous low 
voiced but earnest consultations. LaMoure, of 
Pembma, Shaw, of St. Vincent, and representa- 
tivet, of Sioux City, St. Paul and Chicago real 
estate operators arrived by the morning train, 
while additional delegations came in during the 
day from Pierre and the Black Hills. The 
commissioners were all present but DeLocg, 
who is reported ill. Bids representipg the towns 
of Huron, Canton, Pierre, Mitchell, Aberdeen, 
trankiort and Ordway were all handed in. The 
balance of the day tip to 3 p. m. was consumed 
by the various delegations in a general skirmish 
for vantage ground. The commission recon- 
vened at a p. m.,their first action being to allow 
themselves untsl the 15rh inst. (when they will 
meet again at the same place to open bids, etc.,) 
in which to vis-t the entire list of towns com- 
peting atd make u. careful examination as to 
the advantages of each. Then filed in the vari- 
ous delegations and addressed the commission 
through chosen spokesmen on the merits and m- 
dncemen^s of their respective townf for a capi- 
tal ute. The people from Pierre openly tend- 
ered in addition to a land subsidy a spot cash 
bom:a of 3100,000, which they showed to ba al- 
ready in the bank. Fargo, Bismnrck, Huron 
and several other places tendered pressing in- 
vitations to the commission to hold their next 
meeting thereat with the freedom of the city and 
all facilities guaranteed in each cas'». The com- 
mission adjourned about 6 o'clock (ind took a 
special train for Mitchell for suppi*. If any- 
thing more patent than another m »,y be men- 
tioned at this juncture it is that the contest for 
the new capital site will lay between Huron and 
Pierre, with probabilities substanti illy in favor 
of the latter, as tbis would settle th s question as 
to an east and &est or river line cr? territorial 
diviqn .n.

leading citizens, and the statement— if it 
is to be regarded as a fact-— that the 
Wards were the first to open fire when 
their hut was surrotinded and they were 
ordered to leave. The participants seem 
to make no secret of their action, and the 
community does hot seem to regard it as 
irregular. There have been no arrests, 
and the verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that the Wards came to their deaths by 
gunshot wounds iuflictecTby persons un- 
known. The local public treats the trag- 
edy as a lynching, for a crime so horrible 
that the public sentiment of the wfiole 
community justifies the act and shields 
the actors. This point of view is incom- 
prehensible to any but frontier residents. 
who understand the universal detestation 
with which what is called claim jumping 
is regarded, and the summary methods 
which, in the absence of legal remedy, 
are qustomarily employed to check and 
frustrate it. A good many old residents 
remember when the summary slaughter 
of a claim jumper would not o jcasion 
much surprise or horror in the neighbor- 
hood of St. Paul. When a region is set- 
tled before it is surveyed and land titles 
established, the only protection of land- 
holders is the common consent of the 
whole community to maintain the right 
of the first occupant to each tract of 160 
acres, and to expel or pimish any one 
who disturbs him, as a pest or enemy of 
the whole society. This consent constir 
tutes the "frontier law," which pronounces 
claim-jumping the worst of crimes, whose 
ultimate 'penalty is death, administered 
by the act or consent Sf- the whole com- 
munity. From this point of view the 
murder of the Wards was a common and 
familiar occurrence. The fact that it 
took place in a community which, though 
subject to frontier conditions, lies near 
civilized and orderly regions, and that 
the victims, instead of being rough and 
desperate outlaws, were young men of cul- 
tivation, character and standing, obscures, 
but does not change, the character of the 
deed. The Wards were claim jumpers, in 
fact, though it is doubtful if they under- 
stood the enormity of the crime in fron- 
tier eyes, or the seveijity and reality of the 
penalty they defied.1

The Chicago Times of Tuesday con- 


tained the following from Deadwood, 
dated the 30th: "Somebody has called a 
convention to be held at Huron in June, 
and at the same time named it a consti- 
tutional convention, but exactly why so 
designated is npt clear. The convention 
will consist of 4J.1 delegates representing 
the counties south of the forty-sixth paral- 
lel. It is authorized by no enabling act 
proceeding of congres 3 or legislature. On 
the contrary, a bill providing for some 
such meeting was kill 3d by Gov. Ordway 
last session. It is noticeable that a cer- 
tain faction is working unceasingly to 
arouse interest in th« Huron meeting. 
In eastern Dakota the faction is known 
as the followers of Pettigrew; in the Hills 
they train under the banner of G. C. 
Moody, while collectively they are recog- 
nized as the Ordway and Bennett crowd. 
Hugh Campbell, district attorney for 
his locality, belongs to the 
gang. 


He 
recently 
made 
a 
sort 
of 


fly-by-night trip to the Hills, and a 
friend of his let out the whole business 
concerning this 
Huron convention. 


Briefly, their programme is to present a 
errt-aud-dried constitution for adoption 
by the convention, and subsequent ratifi- 
cation by the people, and to make ar- 
rangements in accordance with its pro- 
visions for a complete state organization, 
including two'senators and one repre- 
sentative, governor, legislature, and mi- 
nor officials, to be elected at the regular 
fall election. Thus prepared, they will 
go to congress demanding admission, be- 
lieving the democratic majority will not 
care to go on record as a party that for 
purely political reasons disfranchised a 
quarter of a million of people, which will 
be represented as the population of 
Sputhern Dakota. They will cite, as a 


•ecedent, similar proceedings in Ver- 


i&ont, which had ar state organization six 
ylears before congressional recognition 


as secured.

and flesh of our flesh,the sons rand daugh- 
ters of the older eonimunifrvis seeking 
room and opportunity in a frtehly 
opened region. Most of the rnmigi ants 
are under forty years of age- Some of 
them are women, going alone to possess 
a farm and try conclusions vri\h fortune 
in what has commonly been regarded as 
peculiarly man's work—the subjugation 
of the soil. '• 


Another peculiarity is that a large pro- 


portion of the .emigrants are something 
more than adventurers. Tlrsy are per- 
sons of substance who take with 
materials for their task. There i 
paratively little of the old style of trav- 
eling—making a long journey in wagons, 
with only such things as can be loaded 
and drawn by a team of oxen or horses. 
When the Ohio or Illinois farmer I emi- 
grates he makes use'of themoeem means, 
taking his plows and reapers, his riecee- 
saiy household furniture, hia horses and 
his cows.

He would not, and Wilson shot 
at the ground near Bailey's feet, hoping to 
re-ca|,tnre him without killing him.

then stepped into the house, and Bailey again 
star ed on a run. Wilson stepped onteide 
again, and taking good aim, fire 1 — tills time to 
fall.

iug through the body and the left arm. 


Before expiring, Btiley confessed t.» the kill- 


ing of Woodhff and said that he had thrown 
the body into the Muose river."

A GAB-LOAD OF BEES. 


Shipping His Apiaries t* Florida for 


the Winter. 


Atlanta Constitution, Jan. 9. 


On Saturday a car containing a curious 


freight was switched on the East Tennessee 
and Virginia railroad^nd moved south. 


It was filled witbTbeehives. One hundred and 


forty of the latest style of beehives were piled 
systematically^'on top of each other, and to 
the foreground was the philosopher with his 
bed and board. 


"Where are you going to take your bees?* 
"To-Florida for the winter. My name is 


Thomas • McFarland Jackson and I live in 
northern Missouri. I have large apiaries that 
are forced to lie idle in the winter. Fm going 
to take this carload of hives to Florida where 
they cari make honey every day in the year. 
As Boon'as the clover is out again in northern 
Missouri I will take them back there." 


"Will it pay you to move them?^ 
"I think so. It costs me less than a dollar a 


hive for transportation, and each hive will have 
from f6 to $7 worth of honey in it when I bring 
them back. That is what Italian bees I sent to 
Florida last year did last winter. Only Italian 
bees will thrive in Florida, as the mows eat no 
the common bees." 


"Will jJou liveln the open air there?" 
"I'm "ding to camp around with my bees. I 
believe! will bring back about $1.000 worth of 
honey in hives that would otherwise lie idle all 
the winter and be empty in the spring." 
Nicaragua and the Proposed Canal. 


Luis E. Degener, counsul of Austria-Hun- 


gary at Leon, in the Central American repub- 
lic of Nicaragua, being in New Orleans a few 
days, ago, gave a reporter some points, about 
Nicaragua. 
He was particularly enthusiastic 


on the subject of the Nicaragaa canal "Com- 
munication with Europe," said, he, "for both 
exports and imports is carried on via Panama. 
Our Atlantic port is Greytown, at the mouth 
of the San Juan river, which wjll be the start- 
ing point of the canal on the Atlantic sida The 
highest point on the line of the proposed 
canal is Lake Nicaragua, about eighty-five 
miles from Greytown, and covering an area of 
about three thousand square miles. Its only 
outlet is the San Juan river. 
On the Pacific 
side of Lake Nicaragua, and emptying into it, 
a small stream, the Rio de Las Lajas, will bo- 
used It will be widened and deepened, and 
beyond that there will be about twenty-five 
miles of cutting, the deepest cat not exceed- 
ing twenty-five feet 
5The terminus of the canal on the Pacific will 


be Brito, an open roadstead, which will require 
break-waters and other extensive improve- 
ments. The lake being the highest point on 
the route of the canal, there will be) four locks 
six hundred feet in length on each side. It has 
been estimated that the work can be easily 
done for $60,000,000, which compares very 
favorably 
with

$300,000,000 
re- 


quired for 
the 
construction 
'of 
the 


Panama 
canal, under 
which figure it

OENTRALPABKOBELISK 


A Student of Mortars Says the Struc- 


ture is Made of Concrete. \ 


Mr. D. (Jammings, in a letter to The Scien- 


tific American concerning the composition of 
the Egyptian obelisk in Central Park, says: 
"My reasons for believing the obelisk to be & 
mass of concrete areas follows: I have spent 
a life time in the manufacture of limes and 
cements, and in the study of mortars, con- 
cretes, etc., and after thirty years spent in this 
line, it seems as though I ought to know con- 
crete when I see it 


I went arqund on the back side of the 


obelisk, c'imed over the wire fence, mounted 
the masonry work, took out a strong magnify- 
ing glass and a sharp pointed steel, and went 
at it I could see what looked at a distance to 
be a gray, reddish, uniform tint, was, on close 
inspection, granite broken into pieces from the 
size of a walnut down to corn or wheat size, 
and these broken stones were ultimately mixed 
with some bituminous matter, black and seamy, 
something of the nature of asphaltum. The 
black substance and broken stone were thor- 
oughly mixed with hydraulic lime; by the latter 
I do not mean hydraulic cement, but lime 
which contained sufficient clay to render it 
hydraulic, but not enough to prevent it from 
slaking if (iept under weight eight or ten days. 
With jay steel point I could plow out this hy*- 
dratih'c lime, and with my knife I cut and 
shaved the black substance, which lay in all 
conceivable ways, the grain in some bits pre- 
senting their fiat sides, sometimes then- ends, 
sometimes vertical, sometimes horizontal, 
showing1 it to have been mixed up with the 
lime and broken stone haphazard. I think, if 
I had had time enough and no policeman to 
nose around and bother one. I could have 
taken out a bit ofr granite with my steel. 


The heiroglyphics show, as plain as any- 


thing can show, that they were formed by 
fastening the proper form on the inside of the 
box into which the concrete was resumed, 
and _when 
the 
concrete 
had hardened 


sufficiently, the boxes were taken away, and 
the pattern of the hieroglyphics were with- 
drawn, leaving their impression on the faoe of 
the concrete, exactly as is done every day by 
manufacturers of artificial stone. Such work 
cannot be mistaken for work done by the 
chisel bv any one familiar with that class of 
work.' JSvery letter is made to 'draw,' and in 
na place could I find a spot among all the 
hieroglyphics where a pattern would not 
'draw.'

described, could be safely carried up at the

The Steamship ot the Future.

The case of Lady Florence Dixie is interest- 


ing as a fresh illustration of the certainty 
with which strong popular hostility to, or sus- 
picion of,a class produces trumped-up charges 
against it The law of demand and supply 
seems to work in this field almost as effe3tively 
as in the market for commodities. Aa soon as 
the popular readiness to believe discreditable 


1 stories about somebody shows itself unmis- 
takably, men and women atep 'forward with 
the stories all ready made and adapted to 
every taste. When Titaa Gates, who h is now 
become the typical informer of Jiistory, began 
his career in the seventeenth century, it was 
suggested to him by the popular distrust of 
the Catholics, and the popular fear, that the 
court was "going over to Rome.". His first tale 
that the Jesuits were going to kill the king and 
abolish the Protestant church did not take, bnt 
he-was not discouraged. He knew that the1 de- 
mand existed, and that all he had to do was to 
try new styles in his goods, till he hit the pop- 
ular taste. So he enlarged and improved his 
story, and when the magistrate who issued 
warrants on it was found dead one morning 
Gates' fortune was made. The whole kingdom 
waa in a blaze, and he found that he could not 
make his accounts of the designs of the Pap- 
ists too hot or strong. He received a large 
salary, and free lodgings, and went on amend- 
ing and embellishing his news every day. 
Several persons were convicted, and one peer 
waa executed on his testimony before the pub- 
lic got sick of him, and yet he had been all his 
life a man of notoriously bad character, and 
had been expelled from the ministry for per- 
jury bafore he took up the trade of an in- 
former. 


The witch craze in New England not long 


after waa another exemplification of the effi- 
cacy of popular' credulity in producing false 
testtmo.iy. Tiiere was a crowd of witnesses— 
many, if not most of them, respectable people 
—to the doings of the witches, and, wnat ia 
more extraordinary, the popular demand for 
which stdr^ea acted so powerfully oa s >me wo 
men tha,t they confessed that they wore witches) 
and that they practiced the black art o i their 
neighbors, aud tin's waa not in the d irk ages. 
Thd New iiugiauJ witches were coaterapora- 
nea of Isaac Newton and John Locke

Titua Dates would 
have justified and probably did justify his in- • 
tentions in the sarau way.

they gave Englishmen a, good idea of the kind 
of peop le the .Papists ai d the J eauits were, and 
of the kind of designs of which thov were 
capable. In like manner, when colored cadets 
began to find their way into Weat Point, and 
encountered there also " the color prejudice 
which

country, the public mind

pressed by the hardship it must entail on a 
colored youth when shut up iu close oonttct 
at every hour of the day with whites who de- 
spised him. There accordingly giew up rap- 
idly a feeling of strong hostility to West Pemt, 
and to every white person in it, from the com- 
mandant down, and a corresponding readiness 
to believe anything that might be told of the 
capacity of the officers .md cadets in the mat- 
ter of arrogance, cruelty aud unfairness. This 
state of feeling had not 1 isted very long before 
Cadet Whittaiter pro luced a juatificatiou for it 
in the extraordinary story—ao like Lady Flor- 
eace Dixie—of hia being set upon, cut and 
bound, and he had proved such an ex- 
cellent ju Ige of the m rket that, in the 
teeth of glaring improbabilittea of ail sorts in 
his tale, it took two elaborate and prolonged 
and expensive inquiries to apoil his warjs. He, 
however, was far more adroit than Lady Flor- 
ence, because he lay in his swoon till he waa 
found. She foohshiy recovered trom i a.one, 
aucl walked homo. He cut hia ears, too, iu a 
liberal and manly way, while she, womanlike, 
waa afraid to let the knite touch her akin. The 
failurt) in both cases show, however, tha value 
of the press at times of public excitement 
Titus Uates' stones could not have survived a 
week the criticism which doubtless scores of 
writers even at that day could have given them 
had they had any means of reaching tue pub- 
lic.
